The Immigration Measure. 

The measure for the encouragement of 
immigration to Kentucky was defeated in 
the State Senate yesterday. This is to | 
be regretted, and for several reasons. 
The> policy of enacting some such law 
as the one just defeated certainly must 
be obvious to all. The only opposition 
to the scheme on the Radical side of the 
Legislature was because it was feared that 
the voters thus introduced into th® State 
would offset the votes of the negroes whose 
early enfranchisement they anticipate. Mr. 
R. Tarvin Baker, whose speech is pub- 
lished elsewhere, contended that the bill 
was the result of a fear that the control of 
Kentucky would pass out of Democratic 
hands as soon as suffrage is secured to the 
negro. A number of Demoerats in reply- 
ing to Mr. Baker's speech yesterday denied 
that there was any political significance in 
the bill whatever, and opposed the pass- 
age of the bill on its merits. The bill may 
have been defective; if so, itshould have 
been amended, but that there is intrinsic 
merit in the question of helding out in- 
dusements to white labor to come into 
Kentucky cannot be successfully contro- 
verted, and the fact that the intelligent 
white men thus brought into the State 
would be likely to vote the Democratic 
ticket is a strong argument in favor of 
the measure. This is no time tor 
over-niee scruples. Radicalism will leave 
no stene unturned to gain control of Ken- 
tucky, and the Democrats of the State 
should improve every opportunity to re- 
sist its encroachments. Radicalism must 
be fought with its own weapons. The 
Democrats of Indiana, appreciating this, 
have resorted to a revolutionary move- 
ment to defeatan act of usurpation, and 
their action is generally indorsed. When 
an opportunity is presented for the pas- 
sage of @ measure good in itself and 
which is one of sound party policy, not to 
improve it is one of those blunders which 
are worse than crimes. 


Political Disabilities. 

The course of the Radicals of Congress 
in tinkering with political disabilities is, as 
we have repeatedly had occasion to remark, 
utterly contemptible. Everything like gen- 
eral principle is neglected, and although 
justice is gone to a few, whose disabilities 


| are removed, injustice is done to more than 


fifty times as many, whose cases are not 
ccnsidered at all. 

The rule which the Radicals profess to 
observe in regard to disabilities is that re- 
‘lief shall be granted to those who prove 
themselves loyal in their relations to the 
new order of things. This is substantially 
the language which they use, and it ought 
to be considered as embracing all who ac- 


| cept the existing political situation, render 
| obedience to the Constitution and the laws, 


give up secession and rebellion as dead 


| issues not to be revived, and seek redress

for wrongs and oppressions only by the 
regular exercise of the powers with which 
the Government vests the citizen. This 
class includes all, or at least more than 
ninety-nine hundredths of all, who engaged 
im the late rebellion or sympathized with it 
But, practically, the rule adopted by the 
Radicals, notwithstanding its fair seeming 
is so perverted in its application as to be 
made to include for the most part 
only those who, wanting office’ 
render themselves, by forwardness and 
protestation and clamor, especially conspic- 
uous in the display of Radical principles 
and propensities, or in some way manage 
to win the favor of Congressmen and other 


‘officials. The masses, the far greater part 


as well as the {nfinitely better part, of those 
now under political disabilities, are citizens 
who, pursuing their avocations quietly and 
unobtrusively, and seeking no official posi- 
tions, have neither the inclination to ask 
nor the opportunity to obtain the endorse- 
ment of Radical office-holders and Radical 
committees. Thus, while the least worthy 
portion of those who took part against the 
Government in the war get relief from their 
disabilities, the patient, the meritorious, the 
unobtrusive, remain under a cloud, to suf- 
fer, unrecognized and unnoticed, the harsh 
penalties of a law that one comprehensive 
act of relief should sweep from the statute 
books.
